passenger agent of the Seaboard; Joseph 
Richardson, chairman of the Southeast- 
ern Passenger Association, and other 
prominent citizens called on Governor 
Terrell and invited him to go to Jackson- 
ville on the 4th of November. On that 
date Governor Jennings, of Florida, and 
other prominent officials of that state 
will attend the carnival, and it {!s de- 
Sired by the people of Jacksonville that 
Georgia’s chief executive meet .nem 
there and aid in the- celebration. 

Governor Will Attend. 

Governor Terrell promised the visitors 
that he would be present on the date 
named, and added that he would give 
them a formal answer as soon as possi- 
ble.

The efforts to secure a pardon for 
Mamie DeCris have come to naught. The 
prison commission has declined to recom- 
mend that the pardon be granted. 

During the height of the sensation 
growing out of the whipping of Miss 
DeCris, there was a good deal of talk 
about a concerted movement in behalf of 
a pardon for her, but this did not ma- 
terialize. The only papers in the case 
when it was taken up by the prison com- 
mission for consideration were two peti- 
tions, one from Morgan county, signed 
by Ordinary Peacock, Mayor Barton, of 
Madison, and fifty-seven others; the 
other from Ocilla, signed by eighty-four 
citizens, the first name on the list being 
that of W. L. Terrell. 

These petitions recited the details of 
the Allagood episode and urged that the 
whipping was reason enough for the 
pardon of the woman. The commission 
evidently did not see how that was war- 
rant for pardon. Without giving any 
reasons in detail, the commission simply 
“declined to recommend’ in its paper 
transmitted to the governor. 

A Little Girl’s Appeal. 

A little girl’s prayer to Governor Terrell 
played an Important part in securing the 
release of her father from the peniten- 
tiary. “Please let my papa come home, 
I misses him so much,” she wrote from 
her humble nome in Campbell county @& 
few days ago, and yesterday she was 
made happy by a sight of him whom she 
loves so dearly. 

L. A. Hester was convicted of com- 
plicity in the killing of an old negro in 
Campbell county in 190}. He admitted 
his guilt, and upon his evidence six oth- 
ers implicated were convicted. The crime 
was commiticd by whitecappers. In view 
of his action in turning. state’s evidence, 
his pardon was recommended by the 
court and county officials, and to this 
recommendation was added the tender 
appeal of his little girl

HE receipt of a letter from Cheesie 
T McIntosh, attorney at law at Checo- 
tah, Ind. T., and superintendent of 
schools for the Creek Indians at that 
place, revives a memory of a most tragic 

event in the earlier history of Georgia. 
The communication is faultless in dic- 
tion and elegant in chirography, and re- 
veals the fact that the writer and three 
brothers—Freeland McIntosh, Cub Mc- 
Intosh and D. N. McIntosh—are grand- 
sons of William McIntosh, the old Creek 
chief who was murdered by the Creek 
Indians near Columbus, Ga., for making 
a treaty with the United States govern- 
ment disposing of their country east of 
the Mississippi river in exchange for the 
present Creek reservation in the Indian 
Territory. The four men are full broth- 
ers, and the letter states that they have 
been placed on the revised rol! by the 
commission to the Five Civilized Tribes, 
have already secured certificate of allot- 
ment of lands for themselves and chil- 

dren, and will shortly get their deeds. 
The four McIntosh brothers are big cat- 
tle men and chants the Indian 
Territory, and have prospered well, being 
known throughout that section as prom- 
inent and successful men. They not only 


me? of 


own their proportionate share of the 
Creek reservation, which is their prop- 
erty as members of the tribe, but have 
prospered in independent business, 

The full details of the movement that 
resulted in the death of old General Wil- 
liam McIntosh is perhaps not generally 
known to the younger generations of 


Georgians. 

He was a half-breed 
or Creek nation, and 
cogee, an Indian town near the present 
city of Columbus, Ga. His father was 
Captain William McIntosh, a Scotchman, 
and unele of Governor George M. Troup, 
one of Georgia's greatest statesmen. His 
mother was a native of unmixed Indian 
blood. Having been thrown into the so- 
ci€ty of the more polished people, and 
having been the associate of our officers 
in the war of our southern borders, he 
had acquired all the manners and much 
of the polish of a gentleman. 

At the battle of Autossee, in 1812, Gen- 
eral Floyd speaks highly of McIntosh’s 
bravery, and he also distinguished him- 
Self in the battle of the Horse Shoe, in 
which connection Genera] Jackson speaks 
of him as Major McIntosh. For several 
acts Of gallantry in the Florida cam- 
paign he also signalized himself, 

The Fatal Treaty. 

Among his people were two strong op- 
posing factions on the subjec$ of ceding 
to the United States government their 
lands in western Georgia and eastern 
Alabama. General McIntosh led the party 
in favor of cession Ho-po-eth-le-yo-ho-lo, 
John Ridge, John Ross and other chiefs 
were foremost in opposition to this move. 
There were severa! meetings and councils 
held, and much bitterness of feeling ex- 
isted between the two parties. At this 
lime at the north there was a growing 
sentiment that the Indians should re- 
main in Georgia and Alabama, and be 
permited to try the experiment of inde- 
pendent government. They seemed to 
have forgotten that in former years in 
their own country the Indian title to land 
had, as a matter of policy, been ex- 
tinguished. When it Came to a question 
of Georgia’s rights a pseudo-philanthro- 
Phy seized them in the Shape of strong 
Sympathy for the poor Indian, regardless 
of the sacred duties of the federal - 
ernment “sage at

Among the Indians many white persons 
had settled. These also opposed the move 
At last a counci) was held with commis- 
sioners from Georgia at the Indian Spring, 
into, that the Creeks should Sake tuate 
land, for which the government was io 
give them acre per acre and a large bonus 
in money and an annual stipend for many 
years. All the Indians were to remove 
to the new hunting grounds at the cost of 
the United States government. In this 
trade McIntosh’s own possessions, a place 
in Carrol] county known to this day as 
the ‘‘McIntosh Reserve,” was excepted. 
I have been at several] different times on 
it myself. It is at Moore’s bridge, in 
Carroll county, 10 miles east of Carroll- 
ton, and presents one of the most beau- 
tiful landscapes in Georgia. 

At this council several eloquent speeches 
were delivered by’ the Indians. Among 
other things McIntosh, realizing the 
trend of events, said: 

“Will you go and live with your people, 
increasing and happy about you? This 
mighty nation has become dwarfed, and it 
will only be a matter of time when there 
wil] be no game in the country, and they 
will be without food. Some of the young 
men have been to look at the proffered

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sweet as they are here. Our people will 
go with us. To love the ground is mean; 
to love the people is noble.” 

In this strain he continued for at least 
two hours, addressing himself to Ho-po- 
eth-le-yo-ho-lo, recounting much good 
from the move. His talk met with greal 
approval among the braves. 

McIntosh Opposed. 

At this juncture Ho-po-eth-le-yo-ho-lo 
arose, and turning his back upon McIn- 
tosh, gave the Indians a talk. ‘‘Leave to us 
what little we have," he sald. ‘‘We sell 
no more. Let us die where our fathers 
died. Let us sleep where Our kindred 
sleep. And when the last is gone, then 
take our land, and with your plows tear 
up the mould over our graves and plant 
your corn above us. There will be 
no one to weep at the dead. No one to 
tell the traditions of our people. ‘ 
Who says it is mean to love the land? 
To keep our hearts in the grave as we 
keep the Great Spirit? It is noble to love 
the land where the corn grows, and which 
was given us by the Great Spirit.” Turn- 
ing to the whites, he said: “We are few 
and weak. You are many and strong, 
and you can kill us. Take our homes. 
But the Great Splrit has given us courage 
to fight for our homes, if we may not 
live in them. We will do it. This is our 
talk. And our last talk.”’ 

Arising, he wrapped his blanket around 
his shoulders, and he and his braves 
left the council so that the commission- 


ers and McIntosh might do as they } 


pleased. Molntosh agreed that his people 
should be ready to move within twelv@ 
months. The council broke up, and Mc- 


| Intosh went home. 


The disaffected braves soon decided 
that McIntosh should be assassinated. 
For the particulars of the affair I am 
indebted to old man

day, and when all were thrown away but 
oné, that was the day of attack. For 
any brave to reveal this he was to meet 
certain death. How well these men per- 
formed their duty is told by James Moore, 
or as he was more particularly known, 


“Jimmie Tawny,” as related in ‘“‘Pick- 
ett’s History of Alabama.’”’ x 

He declares the memory of James 
Moore was good, although he had 


reached the age of 78. <A portion of the 
Indians marched’ from the Indian village 
in which he was then living. He saw 
them start and witnessed their return. 
The Ocfuskees and the Tookabatchas 
had become indignant. A secret council 
resulted in the selection of the bravest 
warriors of the nation to consummate 


the killing. The party consisted of 170 
men, one-half of whom were from the 
town of Ocfuskee, led by Manowa, an 


old fighter who had encountered Jackson 
at the battle of Horse Shoe. The other 
half were from the town of Tookbatacha, 
commanded by Tuskehadjo, with whom 
went Ho-po-eth-le-yo-ho-lo, ostensibly as 
a private. They marched on foot, one 
before the other, in the most cautious 
and noiseless manner. The route lay 
across the country from the Tallapoosa 
river to the Chattahoochee, and their 
destination was the residence of General 
McIntosh, situated upon the bank of the 
latter stream. Arriving within the neigh- 
borhood of that plate toward the close 
of the second day, the party observed, 
from a concealed position, two persons 
riding along a trail. These proved to be 
General McIntosh and his son in law, 
Hawkins. They could have been easliy 
killed, but their lives were spared for 
the moment to preserve a consistency so 


‘common in all the plans of the Indians. 


They had determined to kill McIntosh in 
iis Own yard, in the presence of his fam- 


and to let his blood run upon the 
oll of that “reservation’’ which the 
‘seorgians had secured to him in the 


‘reaty which he had made with them. 
Pursuing their way for a short dis- 
‘ance, but still in view of the party, Mc- 
bid Hawkins good evening. 
Wheeled his horse around and@ rode back 
on the trail toward his residence. Al- 
though he was then alone, the Indians 
declined to kill him. Hawkins, who had 
been to pay his father in law a visit, 
continued to ride homeward. The uncon- 
scious and ill-fated McIntosh rode on to 
his residence. 

The expedition remained in the woods 


ontil the hour of 3 o’clock in the morn- 


{ 


ng. secreted within half a mile of the 
1ouse. I have mentioned that James 
iifutton, thé son in law of the person 
who gave me this account, was one of 
this expedition, and he was taken along 
as an interpreter to converse with any 
Americans who might be at MclIntosh’s 
house. He was instructed to assure them 
that neither their persons nor property 
would be disturbed—a wise arrangement, 
‘for this was a public house and usually 
filled with American travelers, who were 
exploring the new lands, or who roamed 
over the nation to gratify a curiosity not 
then uncommon. Travelers were usually 
lodged in an outhouse in the yard, and 
thither Hutton and two Indians repaired. 

Home Was Fired. 

They found a peddler in one bed and 
Chilly McIntosh, the son of the general, 
in another. The latter instantly sprang 
to his feet, jumped out at a window, 
and as he ran off several guns were dis- 
charged at him without effect. He made 
his way to the river and escaped. The 
peddler, who was operated upon by the 
double fear of losing his life and his 
wares, was a most wretched man, until

The flames threw a bright 
light over the yard and exhibited to fhe 
astonished family of McIntosh, in the 
light of the conflagration, the hideous 
forms of those who were to murder him.

He was at this time the only oc- 
cupant of the burning house, for his two 
Wives, Peggy and Susannah, who had 
been dragged ‘into the yard, were heard 
imploring the savages not to burn him 
up, but to get him out of the house and 
Shoot him, as he was a brave nian and 
an Indian like themsélves. 

McIntosh now came down to the first 
story, and was received with salutes of 
the rifle until,. being pierced with many 
balls, he fell to the floor, wae seized 
by the legs and dragged down the steps 
to the ground. While lying in the yard, 
and while the blood was gushing from 
his wounds, he raised himself on one 
arm and surveyed his murderers with 
looks of defiance. At that moment an 
Ocfuskee Indian plunged a long knife, to 
the hilt, in the direction of his heart, 
He brought a long breath and expired. 
The party after this plundered the house, 
killed the stock and committed other 
depredations, as described in the public 
papers of that day. 

Hawkins Also Killed. 

On the evening whén McIntosh took 
leave of Hawkins upon the trail, the lat- 
ter continued to his residence, as related.

It seems that it was customary among 
Indians, e®pecially chiefs, to have a 
plurality of wives, and it developed that 
General McIntosh had a couple—Pegsy, 
from the Creek, and Susannah from the 
Cherokee nation, who lived together in 
the most endearing friendship toward 
each other, and who shared equally the 
affections of their husband, the general. 

They immediately wrote to Messrs. 
Campbell! and Meriwether, United States 
commissioners, for aid in their distress, 
Also a pathetic appeal for aid was sent 
to the commissioners from Mrs. Jane 
Hawkins, daughter of William McIagtosh, 
and wife of Samue} Hawkins, who was 
assassinated the same night. She wrote 
that the Indians, after killing her father, 
had taken all of his money and as much 
of his property as they coyld carry off, 
and had destroyed the rest, leaving the 
family neither clothes nor provisions, She 
was not permitted to bury either her 
father or husband, but declares: 

Indians Insulted Widow. 

“After I was stripped of my last frock 
but one, humanity and duty called on me 
to pull it off and spread It over the body 
of my dead husband, which was allowed 
no other covering, which I did as a 
farewell witness of affection. I was 25 
miles from any friend, but sister Kath- 
erine who was with me, and had to stay 
alj night in the woods, surrounded by 
a thousand hostile Indians, who were 
constantly insulting and frigdhtenirg us. 
And now I am here with only one old coat 
to my back, and not a morsel of bread 
to save me from perishing, or a rag Of a 
blanket to cover my ‘poor little boy from 
the sun at noon or the dew at night. 
[ am a poor distracted orphan and wid- 
ow.”’ 

Within a few years after the perpe- 
tration of this sad tragedy all of the 
chiefs opposed to the cession 
of the land to the government were at 
one time and another assassinated, and 
it was several years before the Indians 
were removed from Georgia. 

In smal] detachments the United States 
army began its operations, making pris- 


oners of one family after another, and 
gathering them :uto camps, No one has 


ever complained of the manner in which 
the work was performed. Through the 
good disposition of the army and the 
provident arrangements. of its comman- 
der, less injury was done by accidents 
or mistakes than could reasonably have 
been expected By the end of June, 
nearly the whole nation was gathered 
into camps, and some thousands com.

Columbus, Ga., October 10.—(Special.)— 
Four score years old and with five more 
years to his credit, Henry Sledge walked 
into the office of United States Commis- 
sioner Brown today. 

He is a well-known old negro of Mus- 
cogee county, who recently conceived 
the idea that he was entitled to a pen- 
sion from the United States government 
cn account of his having fought in the 
civil war. His pastor wrote to Washing- 
ton for him, and pension blanks were 
sent to his address for him to fill out.

By the Resistless Sweep: of 
Hood at New York, 


Great Gashes Cut in Greenwood Cem- 
etery and Coffins Are Scat- 
tered Over a Large Area. 
Twelve Men Fight 
for Life. 


New. York, October 10.—As reports of 
the storm’s havoc accumulate the esti- 
mate of the damage in and about Greater 


the total loss will run far 


into the millions. 

An extraordinary occurrence was re- 
ported from Greenwood cemetery, Brook- 
lyn. As the result of half a dozen land- 
slides on the hillsides of the beautiful 
burial ground, tombs were opened and 
headstones torn from their fastenings. 
Portions of coffins were scattered. about 
over a large area and in other sections 
the slide of dirt, weighing many tons, 
had swept away monuments and buried 
Scores of graves so that it may be im- 
possible to again locate them. 

Twelve men had a desperate fight for 
life in the Pennsyivania railroad tunnel 
now being dug under the Hudson river. 
They were at work in the Hoboken end, 
when without warning the water and 
loose earth began to rush through the 
shield and in a few moments 200 feet of 
mud had caved in. Owen McConnell was 
buried alive under the river bottom. Two 
other laborers were taken out uncon- 
scious. 

The big tunnel which is to cress under 
the Hudson to New York is already ad- 
vanced 700 feet, and work is being push- 
ed with night and day shifts. The twelve 
men were working in the air-pressure 
tank behind the great shield which 
squeezes out the mud ahead of it like a 
giant sieve, when suddenly the earth be- 
came loosened and a gush of water fol- ; 
lowed. 

The prevailing air pressure at the time 
was only twice the normal, The only 
thing to be done to stop the cave-in and 
save the lives of the twelve men was (to 
instantly increase the. pressure to hold 
the water back. McConnell could not get 
away. The others were dragged to 
safety, but two fainted under the strain 
and were carried out in time to save their 
lives. 

So far as New York city is concerned, 
the great flood storm is a thing of the 
past, with the exception of the inter- 
ruption of suburban traffic in New Jer- 
sey. On many of the New Jersey steam 
and trolley lines communication is either 
interrupted or badly crippled and days 
will probably elapse before rofmal con- 
ditions are resumed. In al sections of 
Greater New York the floods subsided 
during the day and suburban traffic Is 
conducted as usual. 

Rain began to fall again tonight, but 
not in such volume as to excite serious 
alarm in this city.

BOATS ARE USED. 
TO SAVE PEOPLE 


Streels of Paterson, WJ, 
Are Deep in Water, 


Many Persons Taken from Upper 
Story Windows by Means of 
Breeches Buoy—Damage to 
Property Placed at Thou- 
sands of Dollars. 


Paterson, N, J., October 10.—The flood 
in the Passaic river surpasses the mam- 
moth inundation of March, 1902. The 
river has overflowed hundreds of streets 
and many families are being rescued from 
upper windows in boats, Mayor Hinch- 
cliffe this morning appointed a commit- 
tee to organize a relief committee, A 
dam of sand and e@acks is being built 
to keep the swollen river above the falls 
from breaking its banks amd pouring into 
the city through a rayine, in which case 
frightful damage would be done. The 
gas works are flooded. There are fears 
for the electric light station. Scores of 
mills have shut down. The damage in 
the city of property is already estimated 
at half a million dollars. 

The city alms house and isolation hos- 
pital are surrounded by raging waters. 

In the Spruce street hill in the Totowa 
section of the city dynamite mines have 
been constructed for the purpose of blow- 
ing up the hil) to afford a larger chan- 
nel for the river in case the wall gave 
way, which would endanger one of the 
mos, thickly settled portions of the city. 
All the occupants of houses in the fleoded 
sections have been safely removed. 

The rise in the river stopped at noon. 
Four bridges over the Passate were car- 
ried away. The debris was dashed against 
the Fourth avenué bridge and threatened 
to carry it out also. On River street, 
where the water Is from 8 to !0 feet deep 
many persoms were taken from their 
homes by means of a breeches buoy. 

At the Passaic falls bridge a launch 
containing three men were swept toward 
the falls. One man jumped overboard 
and sWam ashore. John White attempted 
to save himself in a similar fashion, but 
was swept down stream and rescued by 
two policemen as he pasSed under the 
Passaic falls bridge. 


Situation Is Serious. 

The flood situation tonight is very 
grave. The water at Garfield avenue is 
higher by 50 inches than the point reach- 
ed in 1902. The damage to the city is 
estimated to amount to over $2,000,000. 
Crowds of men are guarding the gate 
house at the mill race, and at the first 
intimation that the gate will break away 
at Spruce street the gate house will be 
blown up with dynamite, so as to turn 
the water into the chasm of the Passaic 
falls. The people are expecting the dam 
to gO at any minute and a gun was fired 
at 10 o’elock to give the Signal of ex- 
treme danger to the population. The 
dam expected to collapse is the Great 
Dundee. Should this give away it is 
feared flrat there will be a repetition of 
the Johnstown flood. The bridges in the 
city are giving way one by one, causing 
anxiety among the p@ople. Already to- 
night five bridges have goné down under 
the strain of the frightful torrent, They 
are the Straight strect bridge and the 
Hillman, Market, Moffatt and Broadway 
bridges. 

The only death reported today was that 
of Morris Riley, a lineman, Riley was 
On the top of a pole fixing some wires, 
when the flood undermined the pole and 


it fell into the basin of the falls, 60 feet | 


below. 
At least fifty Touses Nave already been 
Swept away. The city is without light. 


All Trains Abandoned. 

Philadelphia, October 10.—The following 
notice was posted at the Pennsylvania 
railroad station today: 

“The Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
announced that on account of the high 
water at Trenton, N. J., the train ser- 
vice between Philadelphia and New York 
city will be temporarily abandoned. ex- 
cept to Bristol, Pa."’ 

No trains have reached this city via 
the Pennsylvania railroad since midnight 
last night because of the flood at Tren- 
ton, where the tracks of the company 
are under 6 feet of water. The flood 
at that point is cauged by the high water 
in the Delaware river backing up the 
waters in the Assanpink creek. The 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company has not 
had any other reports of damage along 
its lines. 

Property has been ‘damaged to the ex- 
tent of thousands of dollars in this city 
and vicinity. Scores of buildings were 
flooded and washouts reported on nearly 
nil railroads. Both the Delaware aud 
Schuylkill rivers are swollen far above 
normal, the latter stream causing damage 
to mill property along its banks. 

It is estimated that $6,000 textile work- 
ers are idle in Manyunk in consequence 
of the flood. Along the lower Schuylkill 
there are several places where the water 
swept over the retaining wall and inun- 
dated the Fairmount park drives, or 
further south, buried the railway tracks 
so deeply that service Ras to be tempor- 
arily abandoned. Traffic on the Phila- 
delphin and Reading railroad between 
New York and Philadelphia was impeded 
py the water in the Raritan river. 


Many Trains Are Stalied. 
Trenton, N. J., October 10.—A heavy 
flood which last night caused the sus- 


| pension of through traffic on the Penn- 
'sylvania had subsided somewhat at 10 


o’clock today, but not sufficiently to per- 
mit the running of trains. There is no 
interference with traffic between New 
York and this city, but no trains are 
running between New York and Phila- 


| delphia. Five trains which should have 


passed through Trenton last night are 
stalled here. One of them is the mid- 
night express from New York city. Spe- 
cial trains containing cars of the Barnum 


-and@ Bailey cifcus are among those stalled. 


One of the cars of the Circus train, a 
Pullman sleeper, was derailed. Ladders 
had to be used to rescue the passengers. 
During the night heavy freight trains 
were used to hold down the bridge of 
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Destroyed. 

Passaic, N. J., October 10.—The village 
of Duttonville, near here, was one of the 
worst sufferers by the flood of yesterday, 
but so far as Known there was no loss 
of human life. Over !00 houses were 
swept away and many of them were 
wrecked. by the breaking of a i6-foot 
embankment of the Erie railroad, behind 
which an immense volume of water had 
gathered. Water poured into Duttonviile, 
carrying everything before it. 

The village of Wallington, a suburb of 
this city, was submerged infrom6 to i2 
feet of water and the inhabitants went 
about in boats today. At least 100 houses 
have been moved from their foundations 
and in some cases they have been tufned 
completely over, 


Ocean City Damaged.

Testimony Closed in J, i 
Tillman Case 


Argument Will Begin Monday, Each 
Side Being Given Seven Hours 
in Which To Present Its 
Case—Goes to Jury 
Wednesday. 


Lexington, S. C., October 10.—The last 
witness to be heard in the trial of James 
H. Tillman, charged with the murder 
of Editor Gonzales, Ieft the stand at 4 
o'clock this afternoon, thus concluding 
the taking of testimony in what prom.- 
ised to be a much longer trail than this 
will be. 

On Monday and Tuesday counsei will 
address the jury, seven hours being given 
to each for arguments. 

On Wedensday morning Judge Gary 
will charge the jury and place the case 
with it for deliberation and determina- 
tion. This programme was decided upon 
by court and counsel and announced by 
the court just prior to adjournment to- 
day. 

Counsel for the defense proposed that 
the case be submitted to the jury with- 
Out argument, the state suggesting that 
three hours be devoted to each side, but 
the court proposed a day each, which 
was accepted by the attorneys on both 
sides. 

The employment of expeditious methods 
has materially hastened the end of this 
A vast number of wit- 
nesses have been heard and a great vol- 
ume of testhmony for and against the 
defendant has been placed before the 
jury for its consideration. Never was a 
case in this state more closely contested 
than this one has been. 

The testimony of character witnesses 
offered by both the state and the de- 
fense and arguments by counsel on dis- 
puted points consumed the time of the 
two sessions today, only one witness be- 
ing on the stand at the afternoon ses- 
sion. One of the character witnesses for 
the state today was asked as to his sup- 
port for a certain republican candidate 
for congress. Counsel for the state ob- 
jected, General Bellinger saying in the 
course of his remarks that that was call- 
Ing attention to his political standing. 
Judge Gary, in ruling that the question 
was competent, said: 


Politics Afiects Character. 


“Generally speaking, Mr. Bellinger, I 
think your view the correct one, but un- 
der peculiar conditions down here it may 
affect a man’s character."’

The award shows that the percentage 
of 5! upon the comptroller general’s as- 
sessment, which has been secured in the 
other franchise arbitrations in which 
Commissioner Jordan has represe.ted tr 
state, is maintained in this last one, and 
that there is also a substantial increase 
in the valuation of the tangiole proper:y 
over the return of the company. 

All three members of the arbitration 
board signed this award In the light 
of the other arbitrations, this js consid- 
ered satisfactory by the state\ officials, 
though both the comptroller general and 
the governor believe as a broad proposi- 
tion that the comptroller general’s as- 
sessment throughout were none too high. 

Considerable interest has been felt’ in 
Atlanta as to the valuation that would 
be placed’on this franchise. It has been 
for a long time considerad here that the 
franchise of this company was very val- 
uable and the arbitrators’ conclusion 
shows this, It has been found to be 
$318,855 more valuable than the com- 
bined franchises of all the other street 
railway companies in Georgia. This is 
true, notwithstanding the fact that the 
population of the cities in which these 
other companies operate amounts. to 
about 163,000, and the miles of track 
owned by such other companies aggre- 
gate 145, against about 140 miles, includ- 
ing side tracks, of Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company. 

It is only $121,145 less valuable than 
the franchise of the entire Seaboard Air 
Line in Georgia, which operates 690 miles 
of main line against 92 miles of main 
line operated by Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company, and only $521,145 less 
valuable than the franchise of the entire 
Southern Railway Company in the state 
of Georgia, with its some 900 miles of 
main line. 

The franchise of the company figured 
upon a mileage basis shows the rate t9 
be $12,270. This is far in excess of the 
franchise mileage valuations of any of 
the steam railways. 

Some Other Comparisons. 

Mr. Forrest Adair, who represented the 
company in the arbitration, furnished 
the board with some interesting data 
about the assessment of similar proper- 
ties in some of the other cities of the 
countries. The comparisons made on the 
basis of this data are interesting. 

The gross receipts of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company were $1,300,- 
000, while the valuafion placed upon its 
physical property and franchise amounts 
to $2,759,190. This valuation is 212 per 
cent of the gross receipts of the com- 
pany. 

The Union -Traction Company in Al- 
bany, N. Y., with gross earnings of $l,- 
461,892, has been assessed for its phys- 
ical property and franchise under the 
Ford franchise tax law, recently enacted 
in that state, the sum of $2,776,755, or 
190 per cent of its gross earnings. The 
franchise of that company Is exclusive 
and perpetual, and the company selves 
a population of 250,000. 

The Twin City Rapid Transit Company, 
operating in Minneapolis an? St. Paul, 
Minn., earned $3,612,288. Its tax assess- 
ménht was $5,494,947, or 152 per cent of 
its gross earnings. Its franchise is ex- 
clusive and it serves a population of 
some 365,000. 

The Metropolitan Street Rallway Com- 
pany, of Kansas City and suburbs, was 
assessed last year for taxes on its phys- 
ical property and franchise the sum of 
$5,546,978, while its gross receipts were 
$2,900,000, its franchise being 1I9i per 
cent of its gross receipts. 

In Tom Johnson’s Town. 

The Cleveland City Street Railway 
Company, operating in Cleveland, Ohio, 
earned $1,844,771, and was taxed on a 
valuation of $900,300, or 50 per cent of 
its gross receipts. 

The Omaha Street Railway Company, 
of Omaha, Nebr., is valued for taxation 
of its physical property and franchise 
the sum of $1,300,000, has gross reveipts 
of $1,037,000, its assessment being 125 
per cent of its gross receipts. 

The assessment of the Seattle Electric 
Company, operating in Seattle, Wash., is 
$1,900,000, or 102 per cent of its gross 
receipts, which amounted to $1,878,101. 
That company serves a population of 
140,000. 

The Jersey City, Hoboken and Paterson 
Railway Company, of New Jersey, had 
last year gross receipts amounting to 
$1,975,525, and was assessed for taxation 
$2,411,000, or 107 per cent of its gross 
receipts. 

Means Deficit for State. 

The uniform falling off in the franchise 
tax assessments, as the result of the 
awards made by the boards of arbitra- 
tion, means a deficit in the state funds of 
between $65,000 and $70,000, about the 
same as for the past year. 

The state tax rate was fixed upon an 
estimate of $28,000,000 increase in tax- 
able property coming from the franchife 
tax law. It is now certain that this sum 
will be cut in two —that in other words 
the total from franchises will be but 
about $14,000,000. The state tax upon 
this sum is in round numbers $70,000, 
and by just that much, therefore, will 
the expenditures of this fiscal year ex- 
ceed the receipts. 

Governor Terrell believes this will be 
made up by next summer's increases in 
the returns of taxable property. In any 
event he does not believe this will bring 
an increase of the tax rate next year. 


JOHN H. PARNELL IS BEATEN. 


He Is Defeated for Parliament by 
David Sheehy. 

Dublin, October 10.—David Sheehy, the 
Irish nationalist candidate, has been 
elected to represent South Meath in par- 
Hament by a majority of 1,214 over J. 
H. Parnell, brother of the late Charles 
Stewart Parnell. who ran as an indepen- 
dent nationalist. The constituency was 
consistently anti-Parnelite until 1895, 
when J. H. Parnell captured the seat by 
a majority of 43. 


ON LOWY CASE 


Mass of Evidence Is in Hands 
of the Law, 


Many Victims of Small Loan Men 
Have Told Their Troubles to 
the Jury and Strong Pub- 
lic Sentiment Has Been 
Aroused. 


The Fulton county grand jury wili 
probably resume its investigation of the 
men who charge usurious rates of inter- 
est on next Tuesday. 

The jury is now taking a vacation of 
several days, but during this time the 
preparation of evidence to be submitted 
has been going on constantly, and there 
will be much new matter to present 
when the jury meets again. 

The people of Atlanta and Fulton coun- 
ty, and, indeed, all over Georgia, have 
been aroused by the expose The Consti- 
tution was made of the methods of some 
loan men, and the grand jury will not 
rest until the conditions in this county 
have been sifted to the very bottom. 

Since this matter has been taken up it 
has developed that there are two classes 
of loan sharks, one of whom makes 
small loans at exorbitant interest on 
furniture and household property of 
needy persons and the other loans to 
small salaried people, taking a transfer 
of the salary and blackmailing the un- 
fortunate borrower into paying heavy 
amounts of interest by threatening gar- 
nishment proceedings. ee 

A large number of instances, showing 
how both these classes carry on their 
business and the evil and misery resulting 
from it, have been unearthed and brought 
to light, and the facts in all these cases 
are in the possession of the grand jury.

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ETTER LAWS ARE NEEDED 


' TO REGULATE LOAN MEN 


By LINTON HOPKINS, of J. L. Hopkins & Sons. 


HE odinary methods of the usurers 
ig have been pretty fully exposed, but 

there are two points that have not 
been véry prominently brought out. Our 
law allows the foreclosure of a chattel 
mortgage by buying in the property with- 
out notice to the owner. This is taken 
advantage of by the lender. He can 
cause an execution to be issued by a 
court at the extreme end of Marietta 
street to be levied on the property of a 
person at the extreme end of Decatur 
street; he can have the jevy made in the 
absence of the owner, who on returning 
home finds the property gone and is 
without the slightest idea» where it is or 
who has taken it. Nine times out of ten 
it is sold and bought in by the shark be- 
fore the owner even locates it. The sec- 
ond point is that the least vicious part 
of the transaction with a loan concern 
is the usury charged. If they would 
stand on thg@ usury and turn loose when 
that was paid things would not be 60 
bad. It is the highway robbery that is 
practiced in connection with the usury. 
that makes the situation hopeless. Par- 
tial payments are credited and receipts 
are given in such a way that the bor- 
rower rarely has the slightest. idea how 
much he owes the lender. Receipts for 
partial payments are often written illegal- 
ly in pencil on small slips of paper and 
the class of people borrowing the money 
are notoriously unable to preserve any 
sort of an important paper. 

To illustrate, a cook I had at one time 
borrowed $10 from one of these concerns 
and had paid about $6 a month for pret- 
ty near a year before I learned of the 
transaction. I asked her if they had 
given her receipts for the payments she 
had made and she said, ‘“‘Yes,”’ but she 
had lost them. It is easy to understand 
the absolutely helpiess position this con- 
dition of affairs -would have put her in 
before a justice court, backed by the 
joan agent. I told her to seé the parties 
and ascertain for what amount they 
would give her a receipt in full of all 
claims. &he did so, and reported to me 
that they would accept $10 in full. l 
gave her the $10 and on her return asked 
her if she had the receipt in full. She 
said no, that she had given the man the 
money and he had told her that he would 
send the receipt to her next day. On 
the next day when she saw him again 
he told her he had made a mistake in the 
amount that was due and required $4.50 
additional before he would give her the 
receipt. 

Some Good Usury Laws. 

In some of the states the taint of usury 
has been allowed to void the entire con- 
tract, the borrower if he makes a stand 
and can prove his point is released not 
only from the usury, but from the prin- 
cipa] and interest as well. In other state3 
usury is an offense against the common- 
wealth, and is punished by a fine and im- 
prisonment. It is perfectly evident to 
any one who has any knowledge what- 
ever of the situation, that the poor are 
at times absolutely obliged to have a 
market in which they can get money, and 
that if this is denied them they must 
resort to the pawnshop or the second- 
hand dealer in household goods, either of 
which is as merciless as the usurer. It 
is also evident that either to make usury 
a crime or to let it void the entire con- 
tract will put the usurer beyond the pale 
of the law, and the poor must do without 
any money market at all. 

It seems strange that up to only a few 
years ago it had not occurred to any of 
the legislative bodies how unreasonable 
it was that the legal rate of interest 
@hould be the same for a million dollars 
as for $10. It seems strange that while 
every other class of business has been 


long since adjusted to the different 
classes of society the money lending 

business has not been so adjusted. A 
bank can very well afford to lend $1,000 
for sixty days at 8 per cent, but if the 
bank makes a practice of lending sums 
of $10 and $20 on the same basis it 
would soon find itself in the hands of 4 
receiver. 

To my mind, the best system by far of 
laws on this subject is to be found in 
the Massachusetts code. A careful ex- 
amination of these statutes makes it 
perfectly clear that the situation they 
have had to meet there is almost identical 
with the situation .we have here, and 
the work done by the Massachusetts law- 
makers shows the careful, systematic and 
intelligent consideration which they have 
given the subject. 

This law provides that pawnbrokers 
and money lenders may obtain a license 
for $50, but this license is good Only at 
one place; if the location of the business 
is changed an additional license must be 
taken out, The lender or pawnbroker 
must keep a book in which is legibly 
written in English the name of the lender, 
the amount borrowed, the time of the 
loan, the rate of interest and the se- 
curity. He must give the borrower a 
written statement copied from the books 
and must exhibit the book at any time 
to the mayor or chief of police, or any 
person authorized in writing by either 
of those officers, to inspect it. Fatlure 
to keep the book or to exhibit it when 
required is punishable by a fine or im- 
prisongment or both. Before the license 
is issued, a bond, with good security, for 
$200 must be deposited with the mayor, 
or with the licensing board, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of the du- 
ties and obligations pertaining to the 
business, The licensing board has the 
power in most cases to fix the rates of 
interest, and if more than this rate is 
charged, the offender may be fined or 
imprisoned. 

Liberal Rates Permitted. 

A very liberaj] rate is allowed, being 
far in excess for #*mall amounts and 
short times, of Our legal rates, Money 
lenders may charge as high as !8 per 
cent up to $1,000, and a sum not ex- 
ceeding $5 for expenses in making and 
securing the loan. The expense of mak- 
ing and securing the loan may be paid, 
i? agreed on, by both parties, These fees 
are allowed to run from $2 to $10, ac- 
cording to the amounts involved. and 
must not be exceeded on pain of im- 
prisonment. 

A pawnbroker must retain on the prem- 
ises, unless redeemed, articles pawned 
for at least four months, if not of a 
perishable nature; and if perishable, at 
least one month. He must not sei] the 
pledge before the expiration of that time. 
The money lender must notify the debtor 
at least seven days before any sale of 
the mortgaged property, and before even 
instituting proceedings to sell it. He 
must give the mortgagor sixty days’ no- 
tice of his intention to levy on and 
sell, and for a failure to comply with 
this requirement the debtor may bring 
an action on the lender’s bond. Assign- 
ments of wages are controlled by ap- 
propriate provisions along the same lines. 

It would seem that all these provisions 
are wonderfully liberal to the money 
lender, They must certainly result in 
making the lending of small amounts to 
poor people .a legitimate. and profitable 
business in which thoronghly reputable 
and responsible individuals and corpora- 
tions would engage. As soon as the hysi- 
ness is put on this basis, the modern 
money shark will be out of a job.

SETTLED CADE 


Case Involving Peace Warrant 
~ Reported to Officials 


Charged That Bailiff John W. Dean, 
of Justice Shirley’s Court, Set- 
tled the Case on Payment 
of the Cost—Dean Makes 
Statement. 


A case involving the settlement by a 
justice court bailiff of a peace warrant 
was recently brought to the attention 
ef court officials and may be investi- 
gated in connection with the present 
charges against money lenders and jus- 
tice courts. 

Mrs. Lula McHale, wife of Dr. J. H. 
McHale, of Bellwood, has reported that 
on August 9 last her brother, Frank 
Wade, was arrested by Bailiff John W. 
Dean, of Justic Shirley’s court, and that 
a short while after the arrest the case 
was settled hy Dean on the payment of 
$2.50 as cost. The total cost was $3.50, 
but it is stated that $! of the amount is 
still due. 

The officer chased Wade for some dis- 
tance before taking him into custody, 
and during the chase fired his pistol. 
Dean asserts that he was not shooting at 
Wade, but merely fired the pistol into the 
ground in order to aftract attention that 
he might have assistancé. The peace 
warrant was sworn out against Wade 
by his wife. It is stated that Judge Shir- 
ley was not present at the time of the 
settlement. The $2.50 cost was paid by 
Mrs. McHale. 

Bailiff Dean Explains. 

When seen yesterday afternoon in re- 
gard to the matter Bailiff Dean said: 

‘Mrs. Wade swore out a peace warrant 
before Judge Shirley against her hus- 
band and it was given .o me to serve. I 
made efforts to arrest Wade, but did not 
find him. On the Saturday night before 
the Sunday in question I told Judge Shir- 
ley that I was expecting to make the 
arrest soon, and in answer to questions 
he instructed me to allow a settlement if 
the arrest was made the next day and if 
a settlement was desired by the interest- 
ed parties. 

“On Sunday I went to the home of Mrs. 
Wade and she informed me that her 
husband was then at the home of his 
mother, near by, and asked me to ar- 
rest him at once. As I started toward 
the house Wade came out, and when I 
called to him to stop, as ,I wanted to 
talk with him, he ran and I followed. 
I fired my pistol once Into the ground 
in order to attract attention, and when 
I did so a young man rushed out and 
caught Wade. The chase was in the vi- 
cinity of Fox street, Bellwood, where the 
interested parties reside. . Wade spoke 
about giving bond and I told his sister 
to go to the home of Judge Shirley and 
tell him to come to the court room, but 
Mrs. .McHale found that the judge had 
gone to camp meeting. Mrs. Wade sug- 
gested a settlement of the case and all 
parties agreed. Mrs. McHale then paid 
$2.50 and stated that she would pay the 
Other dollar the next day, but this is stil 
due, There is nothing whatever in the 
statutes that tends to prohibit the set- 
tling of such cases when the parties so 
desire, and all justices of the peace fol- 
low this practice.’’

THE POSTOFFICE 


Postmaster Blodgett Desires 
Photographs of All Ex- 
Postmasters, 


Postmaster E. F. Blodgett has started 
@ movement, the object of which is to 
procure photographs of all ex-postmasters 
of Atlanta, back to the time of the es- 
tablishment of the office when the town 
was named Marthasville, for the purpose 
of framing and hanging in the postoffice. 

Colonel Blodgett is very much Iinterest- 
ed in the project and hopes to be able 
to obtain the photograph of each of the 
ex-postmasters. He recently communi- 
cated with the postoffice department in 
Washington in an effort to secure a list 
of these ex-officials and the dates on 
which they began their duties, which in- 
formation has been received by the post- 
master. Colonel Blodgett is not advised 
whether any pdéstmaster, other than ig 
named in the list, served during the con- 
federacy, but if there was such an oflfl- 
celal his photograph is desired, 

The list includes the postmasters of 
Marthasville, but the department writes 
that no record is found of Terminus or 
Terminal as a postoffice. The name of 
the office was changed from Marthaa- 
ville to Atlanta on January 31], 1846, 
George 'W. Collier was given the office 
on that date, he being the first postmas- 
ter of the city of Atlanta.

GRAVE CHARGES 
AGAINST SCHWAB 


His Conduct in Regard to 
Shipbuilding Trust 
Criticised. 


New York, October 10.—In answer to 
inguiries, Samuel Untermeyer, counsel 
for the stockholders’ executive commit- 
tee of the ship yards company, today 
made the following. statement: : 

“No attempt has been made to subpena 
George W. Perkins. There will not be 
the least delay. in doing so whenever 80 
desired. Mr. Perkins, unlike Mr. Schwab, 
is one of the most accessible men in New 
York. He has volunteered to testify 
whenever notified. : 

‘YT have already said and repeat that 
the creditors of the ship building com- 
pany, whom we represent, have no griev- 
ance against J. P. Morgan & Co. The 
agreement with Harris, Gates & Co. to 
market the Schwab-Morgan stock before 


other stock was marketed was made with 
Mr. Schwab. It provides for the mar- 


keting of 60,000 shares of the stock of 
Messrs, MorBan & Co. with the 150,000 
shares of Mr. Schwab. 

“Our grievances against Mr. Schwab 
and his representative, Mr. Pam, are, 
however, very real and serious. It is 
toward establishing these charges and 
not against Messrs.. Morgan & Co. that 
the testimony of Mr. Dresser is directed. 
The first mortgage bondholders claim that 
Mr. Schwab, under the guidance and in- 
spiration of Mr. Pam, took control of 
the ship yardg company fn an irregular 
and unlawful way by means of a sale 
of the Bethlehem plant at an extortion- 
ate price and upon unconscionable terms. 
That having thus secured control, tho 
condition of the company was misrepre- 
sented to the stock exchange by the com- 
pany’s treasurer as one of great promise 
and prosperity, when it was at that time 
on the eve of collapse and that this was 
done to induce nivestors to buy. the fe- 
eurities, The bondholders claim that 
Schwab's 610,000,000 mortgage is void; 
that he Is subject to a steck liability of 
$20,000,000 on steck fer which he has not 
paid, and the company can be made en- 
tirely solvent by the enforcement ef the 
remedies against him for his aets,”’

A LEADER IN THE CHURCH. 


(From The New York Mail and Express.) 
The death of Right Rev. Thomas M. 
Clark, bishop of Rhode Island, has de- 
prived the Protestant Episcopal church 
not only of its presiding head, but of a 
churchman of marked ability and in- 
fluence—a genuine leader. As the senior 
bishop of the church, he had so long pre- 
sided in its council that he had become a 
sort of “Episcopal pope.” Indeed, his 
years closely approached those of the bate 
Leo XIII, for he was born tn 1812, and 
his consecration as a bishop dated from 
1954. His moderate and steadying chun- 
sels. always given with dignity and elo- 
quence, were listened to with reverence 
by the whie church, There was even @ 
little touch of the pontificial in the way 
in which they were delivered. 
._ The years of Bishop Clark's episcopate 
have covered the period of the advance- 
ment of the Protestant Episcopal church 
from a distinctly secondary position to 
one of vastly greater importance. The 
church's @ays had been In some respects 
unhappy ones, at the time when he was 
consecrated. The trial of Bishop Doane, 
of New Jersey, had distracted the church, 
and the secession of Bishop Ives, of South 
Carolina, to the Roman church had 
caused infinite alarm. The “Oxford 
movement” threatened to cause still other 
defections. 

Not only did the church survive all 
these troubles, but was seen by the late 
Bishop Clark, in the nearly fifty years of 
his episcopate, to attain a state of unity 
which could hardly have been hoped for 
at that time, and to advance both numer-

WIRELESS TELEGRAPH 
SYSTEM. 


Marconi sal for England yesterday 
and is to reyarm within a month. During 
his short stay abroad two American 
and the English stations will be opened 
for commercial business. Stations in 
other parts of the world will soon follow. 

Wireless wonders have succeeded one 
another so rapidiy of late that the full 
signiucance of each new invention is 
scarcely appreciated at its full value; yet 
from the time in 1896, when Marconi 
conducted experiments on Salisbury 
plain before the authorities of the British 
postoffice, there has been a steady march 
of imprevement, until now there are eight 
station's in America receiving and send- 
ing messages to all parts of the globe. 

Today the British and Italian navies 
are equipped with the Marconi system, 
and the Marconi company is building 
three stations for the government of the 
United States. Nearly forty transatlantic 
steamers use the Marconi sysiem, en- 
abling travelers %& communicate with the 
land at will, and it is only a question 
of time with the wireless. .The system 
is also being rapidly developed on the 
Great Lakes. : 

A small daily paper, made up entirely 
of “Marconigrams,” is published on some 
of the Cunarders. Besides the most im- 
portant news items of the day, stock 
quotations are given, keeping the broker 
informed as to the prices of the most 
important securities. 

Wireless communication has been con- 
tinuously maintained with both shores of 
the Atlantic by the Lucania, and wire- 
less messages have been successfully sent 
both wavs across the Atlantic, between 
Cape Breton and Poldhu. The Marconi 
company reported the Rellance-Shamrock 
races for the Associated Press, and it has 
contracted with .the Postal Telegraph 
Company to receive messages at Saga- 
ponack, L. I., for outgoing and incoming 
liners equipped with the apparatus. 
Lioyd’s have adopted the system exclu- 
sively, and stations have been established 
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in Alaska, Labrador, Cape Colony, Mo-

GOSSIP OF THE HOUR 


CAUGHT AT CITY HALL 


Important changes in the personnel of 
the board of water commissioners are 
expected during the course of the next 
few weeks. Two of the membefs are ex- 
pected to resign, and it is already known 
with some degree of certainty who will 
succeed them. 

H. C. Stockdell, who represents the 
second ward on the board, will tender his 
resignation because of the fact that he 
will move into the sixth ward, which Js 
represented by Frank P. Rice. Mr. Stock- 
dell has purchased the férmer home of 
General Clement A. Evans on Peachtree 
street. 

It is stated that he will send in his 
resignation during the course of the next 
week or so, and some believe that it will 


be presented to council during the. next 
session. The officials of the water de- 
partment express much regret because of 
this fact, as Mr. Stockdell 
very valuable member of the board, al- 
though he is a recent acquisition for the 
department. 

Mr. Stockdell will probably be succeed- 
ed by M. M. Welch, who served the city 
as alderman from the second ward for 
three years, and who was only a few 
days ago elected to the city executive 
committee, Mr. Welch was chairman of 
the water committee of council during his 
term as alderman, and {js therefore well 
acquainted. with the duties he will be ex- 
pected to perform. 

The other resignation that is looked for 
in the near future is that of Colonel 
Samuel W. Wilkes, who now represents 
the seventh ward on the board of water 
commissioners. Colonel Wilkes expects to 
move into the sixth ward very soon. If 
his resignation is not read during the 
next session of council ft will probably 
be presented during the meeting follow- 
ing. Colonel Wilkes is the vice president 
of the water board. He hag been a mem- 
ber of the board for several years, and 
has made himself very popular as a 
water commissioner. 

Colonel Wilkes, it is said, will be suc- 
ceeded by J. Wylie Pope, who was for- 
merly one of the councilmen from the 
seventh ward, and who made a splendid 
record in that capacity. He was chair- 
man of the finance committee of council 
one year. Since the expiration of his 
term as councilman Mr. Pope has been 
spoken of in connection with several] city 
offices, among them being the mayoralty 
and a seat on the police board. He has 
declined, however, to allow the use of 
his name in the past. It is understood 
that he is not averse to being a water 
commissioner, and will accept the place 
if it is offered to him. 


Another of the important changes in 
the department boards will occur when 
E. V. Carter sends in his resignation 
from the board of health, upon which he 
now serves as the representative of the 
seventh ward. Mr. Carter was recently 
nominated for the place of councilman 
from the seventh ward, and this will 
compel him to resign from the board of 
health, as he cannot hold two offices at 
the same time. 

It will not be necessary for Mr. Carter 
to leave the health board, however, until 
the latter part of December, as he will 
not commence his term of office as coun- 
cilman until the evening of the first Mon- 
day of January. It is not at gll improb- 
able that Mr, Carter will withhold his 
resignation until a day or so before he is 
to take the oath required of councilmen. 
By doing this he will have an oppor- 
tunity to vote for his successor on the 
board of health. 

It is now stated that G. H. Brandon, of 
the firm af Barclay & Brandon, under- 
takers, will succeed Mr. Carter.

FORSTATE COURT 


Application for Writ of Ha- 
beas Corpus Was 
Dismissed.

The 


writ of habeas corpus taken out by 
Scott, colored, of Jasper county, 
Georgia, against J. C. Joyner, sergeant of 
this city, and W. F. Persons, 
deputy sheriff of Jasper county, was dis- 
missed by a movant yesterday in the 
Lnited States court, on account of the 
that two indictments were returned 
against him by the grand jury of the 
superior court of Jasper county, charging 
larceny. 

This case has attracted a good deal of 
uttention in the city and in the state. In 
writ of habeas corpus taken out by 
Seott he eharges that he was unjustly 
detained and imprisoned in the custody 
of J. C. Joyner, sergeant of the police 
of Atlanta, and W, F. Persons, deputy 
sheriff of Jasrer county, 
wayrant. He says that he 
crime, and that he is to be taken back 
to Jasper county for the purpose of mak- 
him work out a debt of $100 due to 
H. Bulloch, who paid a fine for him. 
That he has already worked five months

Mystery Shrouds the Death 
of a Millionaire’s 
Son.

The Chamberlain Policy. 

What Mr. *€hamberlain proposes for 
the acceptance of the British people as 
their future policy is this: 

“Shut Germany, the United States, 
France, Belgium, Austria, Italy and 
others who are taking our foreign 
and we 
buy more from our own people at 
home and from our colonies and de- 
pendencies, who in turn reciprocally 
Buy more from us. Then, to get in- 
to our markets with our colonies 
and dependencies, or to get in the 
markets of our possessions with us, 
those competitive nations must let 
down their barriers again to Great 
Britain, which will restore British 
foreign trade to its former greatness 
and glory.” 

Those two sentences mark Joseph 
Chamberlain as a modern statesman of 
the most courageous and utilitarian sort. 
They throw a perfectly revealing flash- 
light on the British trade situation. They 
point to the only apparent policy by 
which Great Britain can hope to hold 
what remains of her foreign trade, and 
get back any part of the bulk of it that 
She has lost in thirty years to the other 
nations named. 

This is a straighfforward ultimatum 
of economics to the British manufac- 
turer and to every British workingman 
dependent on them and their trade for 
his daily subsistence. 


The Cleavage of Interests. 


As The Constitution has shown in for- 
mer articles, the cleavage of economic

The Sum of Our Interest. 

About one-half of our total exports to 
foreign countries go to the markets of 
Great Britain and her dependencies. But 
of late years our exports, especially of 
manufactures, have been rapidly declin- 
ing, both because the foreigner is not 
able to buy and our surplus that can be 
marketed abroad at cut rates has been 
decreased by increased home demands, 
by labor strikes, etc. Now, if the British 
empire adopts imperial preferential tar- 
iffs, we will witness the wholesale de- 
cline of our foreign trade in finished 
g0ods with that vast congeries of coun- 
tries. 

On the other hand, it is sajd that Eng- 
land must be fed from the outside, and 
that she must, in spite of Chamberlain's 
policy, if adopted, continue to look to 
the United States for foodstuffs, raw 
cotton and, perhaps, much wool. But it 
is an essential part of Mr. Chamberlain’s 
policy to admit raw materials for British 
factories free of tariff duties, provided 
the colonies cannot supply them. 


Canada as Our Competitor. 

But when it comes to wheat, flour and 
beef, Canada, Australia and India come 
into the ring—the former as our foremost 
rival. 

In western Canada, north of the Sas- 
katchewan water shed, west of Hudson 
bay and east of the Rocky mountains, 
are 300,000 square miles adapted to the 
growth of wheat, 407,000 square miles, 
including the wheat area, for barley and 
oats, 656,000 squares miles, including 
above, good for potatoes and turnips, 
and 860,000 square miles of good pastur- 
age lands. The total wheat area of Can- 
ada is 570,000 square miles, only one- 
eighth of which area is under settlement 
and cultivation. At the recent Minnesota 
Bankers’ Association it was predicted that 
within ten years western Canada will be 
producing annually 250,000,000 bushels 
of wheat.

well address; consequently he proves that 
he committed a gross error when he 
stated what Jefferson wrote was a mere

How can Brother Scruggs explain tuls 
hlunder?

Surely not, for all Europe was familiar 
with the neutrality doctrine, and had 
been since Washington's proclamation of 
1793. In other words, the neutrality doc- 
trine was old. It was universally known. 

But Monroe’s message set forth a d0oc- 
trine which was new to Europe and new 
to most Americans! 

What was it? 

The historian Schouler (vol. II!, page 
288) says that the Monroe doctrine con- 
sists of two distinct propositions: (1) 
That we cannot permit European nations 
to extend their systems to the new 
world, and, 

(2.) That this continent is no longer 
vpen to colonization. 

‘In these two propositions consists the 
celebrated Monroe doctrine.’ So says the 
historian Schouiter.

In the “Political History of the United 
States,” by Goldwin Smith, D.C.L, pre- 
cisely the same definition is given. (Page 
175.)

In Professor Elson’s “Side Lights on 
American History’ the Monroe doctrine 
is declared to be found in that portion 
of the message which distinctly sets forth 
the two principles before stated. 

In Hart's “‘Formation of the Union’’ 
the Monroe doctrine is said to consist of 
these two principles. 

In Morris’ ‘‘History of the United 
States” the two principles referred to 
are specified as being the Monroe doc- 
trine. 

I could cite other authorities, one After 
another, to the same effect. 

It is safe to say that in ninety-nine 
cases out of a hundred where the dis- 
tinctive Monroe doctrine is defined it 
will be found to consist in these two prin- 
ciples (1) No further European coloniza- 
tion and (2) no extension of European 
systems to the new world. 

Only in the rarest instances will the old 
neutrality doctrine be included—MacMas-

j F E\ ER I was sick and tired of 
anyftfimg,’’ said a fashionable 


woman to the writer the other 

day, “it 1s of the everlasting 
course dinners 1 am compelled to sit 
down to almost every day of the year. 
I long more than I can tell for a 
plain one-dish dinner. Of course, I 
do not mean a dinner of just ‘one 
article oi tood, although I often would 
preter dry bread or bread and cheese 
to most of the rubbish in the way of 


soups, entrees, roasts, salads and des-| 


serts which go to make up the menu 


of the average dinner of the present | 
I mean a plain dinner with one | 


day. 
joint or one principal dish, with its 
proper accompaniments of vegetables 
and a salad. 

“I want no entrees, no sweets, no 
punch, no oysters or clams on the 
half shell. Just a fine roast and 
enough of it.. A plain family dinner 
which makes one hungry to see set 
out on the table, and the eating of 
which will not upset one’s digestive 
organs. 

“] believe if you just drop writing 
elaborate menus and give your read- 
suggestions for simple dinners 
they will all thank you for so doing.” 

Acting upon this suggestion the 
writer here gives seasonable menus 
for two plain dinners, with directions 
for preparing some of the dishes, 
which may be followed with most 
satisfactory results. The first is for a 
fish dinner. 


A Fish Dinner. 
Bisque of Clams. 
Baked Blue Fish. 
Creamed Hashed Potatoes. 
Fried Egg Plant. 
Cucumber .and Onion Salad. 
Fruit. 
Coffee. 

Select a fine large bluefish, have it 
dressed in the market for baking, 
leaving head and tail on. 

Put a few slices of larding pork in 
the bottom of a big dripping pan and 
two good-sized onions, cut in slices, 
on top of the pork. Over this lay 
three or four slices of bread and lay 
the fish on the bread. Cut five or six 
incisions through the backbone of the 
fish and fill them with slices of the 
larding pork; then lay a few slices 
over the fish. Season well with salt 
and pepper. Stand it in a quick oven; 
roast till a rich brown, and serve 
the fish in the pan in which it is roast- 
ed. Make a gravy of a tablespoonful 
of chopped parsley, a saltspoonful of 
red pepper, the juice of two lemons, 
two heaping tablespoonfuls of butter 
melted and all well mangled, and pour 
it over the fish as soon as it comes 
out of the oven.

A Gosling Dinner. 


Roast Green Goose. 
Apple Sauce. 
Baked New Potatoes. 
Lima Beans. 
Boiled New Onions. 
Lettuce and Tomato Salad. 
Coffee. 

Green goose or gosling is delicious 
in October. 

Select birds that are guaranteed 
not to have a suggestion of fish in 
their flavor. Two of these goslings 
are enough for a dinner of six where 
no soup or entree is served. 

When ready to cook them, cut off 
the feet and legs to first joint, singe 
them well; cut off their heads and the 
neck close to the shoulder. Draw 
them through an incision made at the 
vent. Save the necks, the gizzards, 
hearts and livers. 

Stuff the goslings with mashed po- 
tatoes well seasoned with sage, onions 
and parsley. Truss well and put them 
in a roasting pan, dredge them with 
flour, season with pepper, cover the 
breasts with strips of salt bacon, very 
fat, and stand then in a quick oven. 

Clean all the giblets carefully, put 
them in a saucepan over the fire, with 
enough water to cover them; let them 
simmer constantly till the gosling- 
are done. After the birds have cook- 
ed fifteen minutes draw, them forward 
in the oven and season them well with 
salt; then push them back in the oven 
and turn part of the heat off. When 
the goslings have roasted ten min- 
utes longer dash some of the water 
from the boiling giblets over them; 
do this every ten minutes if they are 
roasting very brown; if not, then 
every fifteen minutes. 

When the goslings 
done that the flesh separates 
the leg bones, remove them from 
the oven and lay them on a 
hot platter; then make the gravy by 
placing the pan in which the birds 
were roasted over the fire. Put a 
couple of tablespoonfuls of flour in 
the pan, stir it till quite brown, then 
pour in enough of the water from the 
giblets to make a thick gravy, stirring 
it all the while to keep it from lump- 
ing. Grate half the rind of an orange 
and squeeze the entire juice of the 
orange into the gravy. Strain and 
serve it in a gravy boat with the roast
